The local police department and the

ger, whose duty It Is to see that the

ventured near to thorn were well sat- 
isfied that the long rolls contained 
dymimlto

Ho did 
not tihink of doing otherwise with the 
satchel and never looked inside of It 
and did not know what was In it until 
he was placed under arrest at Con- 
n'ell-iville and was told that It contain- 
ed ilynamite.- He said that lie never 
saw dynamite nor did he know what 
tt was.

INTERCOUNTY 
COAL ASSESSMENTS. 


We are told that the coal operators 


of Fayette county expressed no dissat- 
isfaction with coal assessments. 
It 


would have been strange if they had. 
The assessments are equitable In com- 


• parison with those of Washington and 


Greene counties; and they are much 
lower than 
those ot Westmoreland 


county, being less than one-halt for 
the same-quality of coal, namely, Con- 
nellsville coal. 


It Is, of course, unfair that the West- 


moreland operator Just across tho 
county line in the same coke region 
should pay taxes on a valuation of 
J700 per acre while his competitor on 
the Fayette county side pays on $325. 


All this Is the fruit of tho folly of 


the law, which has never been re- 
spected and never will be.
